Chicago. Feb. 16—(AP>—Thou- 


sands of Chicago apartment^ dwell- 
ers may have to use extra clothes 
and bed coverings to keep warm 
at home if the coal shortage con- 
tinues and if severe weather sets 
in. 


Large firms operating apartment 


buildings said th°y haven't been 
forced yet to reduce heat. But as 
one said: "It's staring us in the 
face." 


Most of the firms have in reafli- 


aess a plan to cut down the use 
of coal by reducing day time tem- 
perature to 65 or 6S instead of 70 
or higher, and by shutting off 
heat completely from about 10 p. 
m. to 6 a. m_ 


However, all major firms check- 


ed reported they still are getting 
some coal and they have ses. no 
date for any heat reduction. Mucn 
of the coal they are getting is of 
inferior quality or higher price, 
compared with the type usually 
used. 


The situation is about the same 


in all large buildings heated by coal 
in Chicago. A spell of severe cold 
weather, lasting three or four days, 
would quickly use up small stock- 
piles of coal in building basements.

immediate difiiculty if they bought 
a winter long supply of coal early 
last falL

The miners' walkout, in defiance 


of stop strike orders of both John

Meet Stalin. 
Talk'Peace' 


Washington. Feb. 16—(AP)—- 


Senator H. Alexander Smith (R- 
3fJ) today called on the adminis- 
tration to explore every means of 
reaching agreement with Russia 
even to the point of a meeting- be- 
tween President Truman and Pre- 
mier Stalin. 


"We should not close any ave- 


nue of approach to a settlement of 
our differences," Smith told re- 
porters. 


He said if a satisfactory way 


could be found." the President 
Truman might be able to "sit down 
with Stalin"' and try to work out 
an approach, to the problem of 
•world peace- 


He said also that the United Na- 


tions should be kept in the center 
of any moves to bring the nations 
of the world together in a peace- 
ful community. 


A White House official said yes- 


terday that Mr. Truman in revie-A-- 
Ing the deterioration of Russian- 
American relations believes the 
"United States ended the war-time 
lease-lend program "too abrupt- 
ly." 


"New Approach" Hinted 


Presidential Secretary Charles 


G. Ross said he did not know whe- 
ther the president's feeling now 
might be the basis for a new ap- 
proach to the Russians. 


Deputy Undersecretary of State 


Dean Rusk told a senate foreign 
relations subcommittee yesterday 
the state department is ready to 


open discussions with Russia at 
any time on all "outstanding issues 
of dispute. 


He indicated such conversations 


should be within the United Na- 
tions since the welfare of other 
nations would be vitally affected. 


Smith and other senators were 


sharply critical of Rusk and Assis- 
tant Secretary John D. Hickerson 
for their opposition to all but one 
proposal offered by senators pon- 
dering world problems.

any moves toward a world federa- 
tion, a union of Atlantic powers, or 
an army within the United Nations

Tenn> and Smith said the state 
department had taken a negative 
approach to resolutions which have 
the combined support of 48 sena- 
tors.

'I don't 
feel the state department should 
regard these proposals all as crazy 
ideas and that we can get along 
on the present approach to world 
problems. 


Kefauver was annoyed by the 


Rusk-Hickerson opposition to-the 
Atlantic union idea, which is back- 
ed by a committee headed by for- 
mer Supreme Court Justice Owen 
Roberts. 


The Atlantic Union group -would
